That Are Only Accorded Royal Per­ 


sonages— On

Churches Are

Special Prayers Are Offered. 


London. Sept. 16.— It would be al­ 
m ost impossible to record in detail the 
remarkable outburst of sympathy in 
G reat Britain and her colonies over 
the death of 
President 
McKinley, 
proofs of which come hourly. 
Not 
only has King Edward ordered the 
court to go into mourning for one 
week, but w herever a public meeting 
of any kind has been held or a public 
m an has had occasion to speak, ex­ 
pressions of horror and 
sympathy 
have been heard. 
In every place of 
public worship Sunday from St. Paul's 
cathedral and Canterbury 
cathedral 
down the preachers made special ref­ 
erences to the terrible event, invoking 
God’s blessing upon the United States 
and the American people. 
Craithie 
church at Balmoral, whose bells had 
never before been used except on oc­ 
casions of national interest, broke the 
custom and announced the event to 
the neighborhood. 
Mr. Choate and the staff 
of 
the 
United States embassy, who 
again 
had their hands very full, attended 
service at St. P aul’s cathedral in the 
afternoon. 
T here were many other 
Americans in the congregation. 
Canon Scott Holland made a touch­ 
ing allusion to the martyred president 
and denounced the crime to which he 
fell a victim, characterising it as “a 
crime whose tragic significance lies 
in its occurrence in the New W orld.’' 
Many m em bers of the diplomatic 
corps and a constant stream of vis­ 
itors inscribed their names at the em­ 
bassy. 
Messages of sympathy were 
received from Earl Cadogan, the lord 
lieutenant of 
Ireland; Sir 
William 
Vernon H arcourt, the Duke of Aber- 
corn, the M aharajah of Jodhpur*. Mr. 
Austin, the poet laureate, and many 
other prom inent men. 
Given Royal Honors. 
In accordance with a special army 
order the guards at St. Jam es’ palace 
and at all other points where guard 
was mounted throughout the United 
Kingdom honors were rendered Sat­ 
urday to the rnemory of President Mc­ 
Kinley such as are usually accorded 
only on the death of royal personages. 
The troops wore crepe and the bands 
played dirges. 
Funeral m arches were 
played In every church in the king 
dom. 
The morning papers again ap­ 
pear with heavily leaded borders and 
are almost entirely devoted to Mr. 
McKinley's death. 
No such extended 
tributes of sym pathy and respect ever 
marked the death of any parson but 
a British sovereign. 
They certainly 
would not have been called out by 
the death of any continental ruler.

Sept. 16.—Buffalo Is a city 
of mourners. 
The gay and naming 
decorations of the Pan-American ex­ 
position gave way to the symbol of 
sorrow. 
The black drapery of tho 
city's streets muffled the tolling bells 
of the churches. 
Bits of crepe ap­ 
peared on every sleeve. 
The sorrow 
was everywhere apparent. 
In 
the 
morning a simple service took place 
at the residence on Delaware avenue 
where the martyred president died. 
A hymn was sung and prayer was of 
fered over the dead body. 
That was 
all. Only the Immediate family and 
the friends and political associates of 
the late president were present. 
The 
scene there was pathetic In the ex­ 
treme. 
T hen the body was borne out 
to the waiting cortege on the brawny 
shoulders of eight sailors and soldiers 
of the republic, 
'idle cortege passed 
through solid walls of living humanity, 
bareheaded and grief-stricken, to the 
city hall, where the body lay In state 
during the afternoon.

occurred, 
which proved how close the president 
was to the heart# of the people.

rangem ents had been made to allow 
the public to view the body from the 
time it arrived, at about 1:30 o'clock, 
until about 6 o’clock.

Extended Literally for Miles. 
When 5 o'clock came 40,000 people 
had already passed aud the crowds 
waiting below in the streets seemed 
undiminished.

broad entrance Into the city hall and 
passed the bier.

S e p t Id.—Buffalo Is a Hty 
of m ourners. 
The gay and flaming 
decorations of the Pan-Am erican ex­ 
position gave way to th e symbol of 
sorrow . 
Tbe black drapery of the 
city's stre e ts muffled the tolling bells 
of tbe c h u rc h » . 
Bits of crepe ap­ 
peared on every sleeve. 
The sorrow 
w as everyw here apparent.

T hen the body was borne out 
to the w aiting cortege on the braw ny 
shoulders of eight sailors and soldiers 
of the republic. 
The cortege p issed 
through solid walls of living hum anity, 
bareheaded and grief-stricken, to the 
city hall, w here the body lay In state 
during the afternoon. 
T here n re­ 
m arkable 
dem onstration 
occurred, 
which proved bow close the president 
w as to the h earts of the people. 
A r­ 
rangem ents had been m ade to allow 
th e public to view the body from tbe 
tim e It arrived, a t about 1:5b o’clock, 
until about ft o'clock.
